cloudless sky, in a flood of bright simlight, i 
with much eloquent oratory, booming ol , 
cannon, boating of drums, and cbooriug "rom 
iho assembled thousands, tlio great menu- , 
ment was ou Saturday dedicated to tbo 
lame and memory of Goorge Washington. 


Tlio woatber was not wirm by many do- 


broo3. On tbo contrary, it was cold, causing 
nuch discomfort to those who participated 
n all tho out-door exorcises, but iu view of 
tha thermometer's record during tbo past 
week everybody was ready to give ttianla 
that it was not worse. Tho' exorcises at tho 
monument bogao. promptly on time, in the 
presence of a largo orowd.of spectators.

THE MONUMENT. 


Promptly at 11 o'clock Senator Jolin_Slior- 


inon, president of tbo joint commission, 
rappod tbo dosk with hi* gavel, and read his 
address from printed slips. It was brief, 
concise and to tbo point, and at its conclu- 
sion tho band playod a stirring air. 


At this timo the seono on tho reservation 


In which tbo monument is situatsd was (in 
animated and striking one, Tho groat o;mi 
space, ciad in a mantle of snow, dotted with 
frozon ponds, gliitoning and sparkling in 
tbo sunshine, an^ bordered by tbo ice-bound 
Potcmac, was covered by bodiue of gayly- 
uniformed mon moving' hither and thither, 
while thousands of mon, women, and chil- 
dren -were advancing from all directions to- 
ward tho lofty shaft, which rose in the 
midst of tho Arctic landscape like a section 
of tbo north polo, forming altogether a ver- 
itable glacial panorama. After tbo music a 
clergyman was presented, who read from 
manuscript a prayer. .Daring its delivery 
tho president and several members of bis 
cabinet arrived and wore greeted with ap- 
plause. Among tho other notabilities seated 
on tho platform woro Senator Bayard, Hon. 
W. W. Corcoran. Goorgo Bancroft, and 
Gen. Horatio Sang, all clad w if bound tor 
a polar expedition. 


The remaining 
exercises 
woro pushed 


through very rapidly, and iu conformity 
•with tbo programme. Mr. Corcoran':) speech 
was read by Dr. J. C. Welling, of Colum- 
bian university, who, out oJ considnration 
for the feelings of the audience, skipped sev- 
eral pagos. 


Tho Masonic ceremonies woro conducted 


by tbo Grand lodge of the District of Colum- 
bia, and at their conclusion CoL Casoy, tho 
engineer of tho monument, road a short ad- 
dress, formally delivering tho completed 
column to tbo president 


The president, when1 bo rose to rospoud, 


was warmly greeted by the crowd, which 
bad. grown until it flUod tbo pavilion. Ha 
spoke as follows: 


FELLOW CousnczSES1: ' Before tbo dawn 


of a century whoso eventful years will soon 
have faded into tho past, when death had 
but lately robbed this republic of its most bo- 
loved and illustrious citizen, tho congress of 
the United States pledged tho faith of tbo 
nation that in tbla city, bearing his honored 
naind, and thon, as now, tho seat of tho 
general government, a monument should bo 
erected to commemorate tho great event of 
his military and political life. Tho stately 
column that strett los heavenward from tbo 
plain whereon- w'o stand boara witness to all 
who behold it that tho covenant which 
our fathers 
made their children 
have 


fulfilled. 
In

groat work of patriotic endyavor,_ tboro is 
abundant cause for national rejoicing, for 
•while this structure shall endure It ahull b* 
to all mankind a steadfast token of tbo a!Tec- 
tionato and reverent regard In which tlii* 
people continue to hold tho memory or 
Washington. Woll may he ever keep th.. 
foromost placo in the hearts o[ bis country- 
men. The faith that never faltered, 
'.lie 


•wisdom that was broader and deeper thjin 
any learning taught in schools, tlio" courage 
that shrank from no perils a:id mis dis- 
mayed bv- no defeat, the loyalty that kept 
'all selfish" purrxiso subordinate to the de- 
mands of patriotism and honor, tho sngacity 
that displayed itiolt in camp, and cabinut 
alike;'-and, iiiboye'all*-that harmonious union 
of moral and.intellectual -.quotations which 
has noTor-i'found <its:parallel among men. 
Those aro'-attributes 'of- cbaractor.whicb the 
intelligeriftho'ng'ht of 'this century ascribes 
to the grandest flguro of the last. But otlier 
and more eloquent lips than mine will to- 
day rehearse to you tbo story or his nobio 
life and lita glorious achievements: To my• 
self has'boon assigned the simple and more 
formal duty, In tho fulfillment of which I do 
now, as president of the- United States and 
in behalf of the people, receive this monu- 
ment from tho hands of its builder, and do- 
claro it dedicated from this timo forth to 
the immortal namo and memory of George 
"Washington. 


Tho president road his addross in a firm, 


clear tone, and at its conclusion cheersbroiio 
forth, and wero hearty and prolonged. 
.Senator Sherman then pronounced the 


coromonies ended,' and tho crowd dispersed 
amidst tho roaring of -artillery and the play- 
ing of bands. 
Tbo procession was soon re- 


formed and took up its march for the capital. 
Gen. Sboridan was chief marshal, and tho 
march was mado with a procission that con- 
tributed largely to tho success of the fe.i- 
turn. 


Tho military division of tho purado was 


brilliant with bright uniforms. Tho com- 
panies attracting most attention for thoir 
martial bearing were tho Ancient and 
Honorable orlillory, of Massachusetts, whoso 
organization dates back to l(Bi; the Gover- 
nor's Foot guards, of Connecticut, dating 
from 17T1, with red coats, whito pact), 
black velvet laggings, and Hessian hats, and 
the Light .infantry of Detroit, Mich., whose 
immense whito shakos with black plumes 
wero conspicuous objects of applause. There 
was some delay in arranging for.tho review 
of tlio'column by tho president at the oast 
front of tho capitol. Tho column was halted 
for nearly half an Tiour, and during tbis 
tedious 'wait tho marchers suffered much 
from the cold.

ono followed another in rapid succession, 
affording a moat enjoyable entertainment to 
tho thousands upon thousands of people who 
thronged tbo grounds between tho monu- 
ment and tho treasury.

insertion in the bill. 


Tho senate, on Friday and Saturday, de- 


itoratoJy wont back on itself and restored 
to tho postofllco bill general legislative pro- 
visions which the appropriations committee 


od stricken out, thus rovorsi:ig its own 


action Iu tho case of tbo pension bill, \v!ioro 
adinittud by wholesome legislation, was 
stricken out simply because it was legisla- 
tion, and was therefore prohibited by tbo 
sonata rules. 


In tbo house tbo first bnsinoss is to decide 


tbo appeal from tbo chair's decision ruling 
out the Heunopin can.il itom from tbo river

nd harbor bill, provided the friends of tho 
ill are numerous enough to win tho fight 
hich will take place for precedence be- 


tween it and tbo naval appropriation 
bill. 


For tl'.o remainder of tho week there is an 
abundance of work cut out, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether everything can bu 
put out of tho way boforo March 4. 


• Tbo houso committee on appropriations 
was in session Suuday considering th» sundry 
civil appropriation bill. Probably tho most 
important clause of tbo moasuro will bo that 
agreed upon authorizing tho president in his 
discretion to suspend tho coinago oE silver 
dollars for one year after July 1, next. Tbo 
silver mon claim to have sufllciont strength 
to defeat tbo proposition 'or nocossitate an 
oxtra session of congress if those favoring it 
persist in pushing it through. A prominent 
Democratic mombur of tho house said to a 
representative of tbo United Press that thtt 
silver suspension clauso was inserted in the 
sundry civil bill at tho instance of Chairman 
Barnum of tho national Democratic com- 
mittee, wbo has been in Washington for somo 
days past, and who is supposed to voico Mr. 
Cleveland's views on tbis question.

also hold a meeting Saturday.

[Legal Paper.] 


Tho law oE finding, Bays a writer, is this: 


Tho Under has clear title" against tho world, 
except tlio owner. 
The proprietor of u 


coach, or a railroad car, or a shop has no 
right to demand tho property or promises. 
Such proprietors may make regulations in 
regard to lost property which will bind their 
employes, tut thoy cannot bind the public. 
Tho lew oE finding was declared by the 
king's bench 100 years ago, in u case in 
which tho facts were these: 


A rxjrson found a wallet aontaining a sum 


of money on a shop floor. 
He banded tho 


wallet and contents to the shopkeopor to bo 
returned to the owner. After three years, 
durin" which tho owner did not call for hi* 
property, tho findar demanded the wallet 
and tho money from tho shopkeeper. Tho 
latter refused to deliver them, upon tho 
(rroiind that thoy wara found on his premissa. 
Tho former then sued the shopkeeper, and it 
was held, as above set forth, that, agninit 
all tho world but tho owner, tho title of tho 
finder is perfect. 


And .the finder has been bold to stand in 


tho place, of tho owner, "so that ho was per- 
mitted to prevail in an action against n per- 
son who found an article which tho plaiutill 
had originally found but subsequently lost. 
Tho police have no special rigbti lu regard 
to articles lost unloss those rights are con- 
ferred by statute. Receivers of articles found 
aro trustees for tile owner or finder. 
They 


havo no power 'in tho absence of special 
statute to keep an article against tho Under, 
any more than a finder has to rotain an ar- 
ticle against the owner.
